1.  CONFESSION. 

fhfc?^'^'''''''    is    indispensahle,    even    for 

hose  persons  who  have  no  moHal  sins  on 

their  conscienee.  "-'^iiui  sins  on 

AH  Confessors  are  authorized  to  absnIvA 
from  every  sin  and  from  rJvedcnisor 
censures,  also  to  commute  certain  'olc 
This  extraordinary , power  can  be  exeS 
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but  once  in  favour  of  any  iierson  disposed 
to  accomplish  all  the  other  conditions  of 
the  Jubilee. 

Confession  can  be  made  before,  during, 
or  after  the  prescribed  works,  but  it  is  ne- 
cessary to  be  in  a  state  of  grace  when 
the  last  work  is  performed. 

Nuns  and  their  novices  are  authorized  to 
make  their  Jubilee  confession  to  {iny  priest 
authorized,  in  this  diocese,  to  confess  nuns. 

II.   COMMUNION. 

Holy  communion  is  indispensable  for  per- 
sons who  ha\e  already  m^de  their  first 
communion.  Children  who  have  not  made 
it,  can  obtain  a  dispensation  from  their 
Confessor,  who  must  enjoin  on  them  some 
other  pious  work  instead  of  Holy  commu- 
nion. 

Holy  Communion  may  be  received  at 
any  time  and  in  any  church. 

One  single  confession  and  communion 
will  not  suffice  for  gaining  the  Jubilee  and 
fulfilling  the  Easter  duty. 

HI.  FIFTEEN  VISITS  TO  THE 
CHURCHES. 

1st,  Days.  Those  visits  can  be  made  on 
different  days,  either  successive  or  other- 
wise. The  days  may  be  reckoned  either  as 
natural  days,  that  is  to  say,  iVom  midnight 
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to  midnight  ;  or  as  ecclesia.slical,  days,  that 
is  to  say,  from  the  First  Vespers  orone  day 
until  twilight  of  the  day  alter.  The  First 
Vespers  begin  at  noon,  according  to  Father 
Maurel  ;  or  else,  at  about  midway  between 
noon  and  sunset,  according  to  Father  Gury. 
This  latter  opinion  is  the  safer.  Reckoning 
by  the  ecclesiastical  day,  the  same  church 
may  be  visited  in  the  morning  and  in  the 
evening  of  the  same  natural  day  ;  but  a 
visit  made  on  the  day  after  would  not 
count  ;  by  reckoning  in  this  manner,  if 
several  churches  have  to  be  visited,  some 
offhem  may  be  visited  in  the  afternoon, 
and  the  others  on  the  following  day. 

2nd.  Churches,  As  a  general  rule,  there 
must  be  fifteen  visits  to  the  four  churches, 
designated  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
making  in  all  sixty  visits  ;  but  in  places 
where  there  is  only  one  church,  the  rule 
here  below  given  is  to  )je  followed. 

In  the  city  of  Quebec.  1st.  The  pa- 
rishioners of  Notre  Dame,  of  St.  Patrick's 
and  of  St.  John's  are  to  visit  the  following 
churches  :  the  Basilic  of  Our  Lady,  the 
churches  of  St.  Patrick  and  St.  John,  and 
the  chapel  of  the  Seminary.  These  four 
churches  are  to  be  visited  on  the  same  day, 
fifteen  times  each,  on  fifteen  ditTerent  days 
either  successive  or  otherwise.  2n(l.  The 
parishioners  of  St.  Roch  and  St.  Sauveur 
are  to  visit,  in  the  same  manner,  the  four 
following  churches  :  the  Basilic  of  Our  La- 
dv,  the  churches  of  St.  Roch  and  St.  Sau- 
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vour,  also  tho  chapol  of  tho  men's  Gonffre- 
g.itioii  Ml  SI  Uocirs.  :jr(J.  The  Irish  dwell- 
ing m  those  two  last 'pansh.'s  are  to  visit 
the  n.isihe  of  Our  Lady,  St.  Patrick's 
'•hurc.i,  the  el.apel  of  the  Seminary,  and 
thf  p.im.^!iii!  chnreh  ol'  their  pface  of 
residenc(\ 

^Oiilsi(hoflhe  cHy  of  Quebec.  Each  pa- 
ris.non<3,-  nmst  visit  his  own  parochial 
(•hurc.i  fonr  times  a  day,  during  liftcen  dil- 
lereat  days.  Tluse  visits  can  be  made  at 
very  sliort  intervals  ;  Ibr  instance,  it  is 
siillioient  to  leave  the  chuich  for  a  moment 
and  then  re-enter  it. 

The  Hick,  the  infirm,  prisoners  and  other 
persons  whcthiM'  ni  town  or  countrv,  who 
e.i.i  ni.';tli-r  mak:»  the  whole  numW  of 
visits,  nor  any  part  of  them,  are  to  apply  to 
tli'.Mr  Confessor  to  have  this  obligation  com- 
imit.vl.  Hilt  no  one  can,  of  his  own  accord, 
dispense  himself  from,  nor  change  this 
obligation  into  another  work  of  piety. 

Navigators  and  travellers  on  retlirnin'>- 
home,  or  on  being  detained  in  any  place" 
ror  a  sufficient  length  of  time  are  to  visit 
111  teen  limes,  on  so  many  dilferent  days 
successive  or  otherwise,  the  Cathedral,  "^or 
the  principal,  or  the  parochial  church  of 
their  parish  or  station. 

Nuns  cloistered,  or  not  cloistered,  their 
boarders,  women  livinj  in  convents,  are  to 
visit  lour  times  a  day,  on  (illeen  dilferent 
days,  the  convent  chapel.  Those  visits  can 
be  made  at  very  short   intervals  ;  for  in- 
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stance,  it  suffices  to  leave  the  church   and 
ro-entor  it  .'lu  instant  nih  r. 

The  members  of  C/iaplers,  Congrega- 
tions, ConfrakmUies,  Umversilies  and  Col- 
leges, who  inakij  those  visits  in  jji-ocussion, 
can  ])«.'  (iispensoil  by  tiie  Bislio])  Ironi  a  cer- 
tain nuniJjcr  of  visits. 

'llwse  ivlio  miglii  die  after  theii-  Jubilee, 
conlession  and  communion,  without  having 
jjerlbnuHd  all  the  prescribed  visits  or  other 
works  which  might  have  been  imi)osed  on 
them  in  i)lace  olthe  visits,  will  not  lose  the 
Indulgence  ol"  the  Jubilee. 

Tliose  who  abandon  Iheir  sincere  inlen- 
tion  ol"  making  the  Jubilee,  aibr  having 
been  aI)solved  of  anj  reserved  case,  (^r 
having  obtained  the  commutation  ol'a  vow, 
or  the  dispensation  lor  some  irregularity' 
do  not  gain  the  indulgence,  j)ut  the  ai^solu- 
tions,  commutations  or  dis[)ensations  given 
preserve  their  Ibrce  ;  though  su(di  })ersons 
could  liardly  beheld  guiltless  ol"  sin. 

IV.    PUAYEHS    TO   BE    RECITED 

DUaiNG    THE    VISITS  TO  THE 

CHURCHES. 

Five  Palers  and  live  Aves  for  the  intentions 
ol  the  Holy  P'ather  are  sufficient,  in  each 
church,  whcji  four  churches  are  visited, 
and  at  each  of  the  four  visits  when  but  one 
church  is  visited. 

The    following    prayer    contains  all   w« 
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onglit  to  ask  of  God,  during  the  timo  of  tho 
Jubilee,  but  it  is  by  no  means  obligatory 
for  gaining  tlie  Indulgences  i)f  tlie  Jubilee. 

PRAYER. 

0  Almighty  God,  have  morcy  on  me  ac- 
cording to  tho  extent  of  Thy  men^y  !  I  sin- 
cerely detest  all  my  sins  because  Thou  art 
intinitoly  good  and  worthy  of  all  love,  and 
because  sin  displeases  Thee  ;  do  Thou  par- 
don me  by  the  merits  of  Jesus  Christ  my 
Saviour.  I  firmly  resolve,  with  the  help  of 
Thy  holy  grace,  never  more  to  offend  Thee 
and  to  do  penance. 

Grant  us,  O  Lord,  all  the  graces  which 
the  ''hurch  begs  of  Thee  during  this  holy 
time  of  Jubilee.  Pour  forth  on  our  Holv 
Father,  the  Pojie,  Thy  Vicar,  Thy  most 
abundant  benedictions.  Be  Thou  his  su})- 
port  during  his  hard  strife  iji  the  cause  of 
Justice  and  Truth,  and  grant  liini  the  con- 
solation of,  at  length,  seeing  the  triumph 
of  ihe  Holy  Catholic  Church,  our  Mother, 
over  the  lieresies,  schisms  and  errors  so 
numerous  and  dangerous  in  these  days. 

Put  an  end  to  blasphemy,  perjury,  scan- 
dals, intemperance,  vaiiity  and  all  the  ini- 
quities that  occasion  so  many  woes. 

Lastly,  O  God  of  infinite  cIcl  ency  !  ex- 
lend  Thy  mercy  to  all  poor  sinners,  through*- 
out  the  whole  world.  O  Sacred  Heart  of 
Jesus,  Saviour  of  mankind,  have  mercy  on 
us  all  now,  and  at  the  hour  of  our  death. 
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Mother  of  God,  Holv  Mary  conceived 
without  sin,  St.  Joseph,  Patron  of  tho  Ca- 
tholic Church  in  Canada,  ail  ye  Saints  of 
Iloaven,  intercede  for  us  that  we  may  ohtain 
all  the  graces  of  this  Jubilee.

V.  SUSPENSIOxN    OF    OTHKH  INDUL- 

GENCES. 

During  the  Juhilee  year,  all  Indu)genc<-s 
can  be  gaine.l  as  usual,  but  only  in  behalf 
of  the  Souls  of  Purgatory. 

All  Indulgences  are  applicable  totledead, 
even  those  which  are  not  so  at  any  other  time. 

Besides  the  Indulgence  of  the  Jubilee,  tho 
living  can  gain  for  themselves  the  following 
Indulgences  only:  1st.  Those  of  the  Forty- 
flours  :  2nd.  That  of  the  Afiffelus  :  3rd.  Tliat 
gained  when  accompanying  the  Holy  Viati- 
cum ;  4tli.  Those  granted  by  Bishops  in 
virtue  of  theik-  usual  power.  (  The  i)Ower  of 
giving  the  Papal  Benediction  is  suspended 
during  the  Jubilee. ) 

The  indulgence  in  ariimlo  mortis  also 
continues  to  be  applicable  to  the  living 

VI.  OTHER   GOOD    VTORKS   RECOM
